Rumored Sinking of a Schooner 
by a Spanish 3 Vessel. 


RE OF SIXTEEN PERISED.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March . Nothing 
whatever is known here of reports pub- 
lished this morning under a Key West 
date that a Spanish gunboat had fired on 
and sunk an American vessel off the Cuban 
coast. 

The naval register shows that the Arcedo 
is a small schooner-rigged iron gunboat 
built in Spain in 1883 and of about nine 
knots speed. It is not known whether or 
not she is now in Cuban waters. Other 
sources of information than the State De- 
partment are also without any information 
on the matter, and are inclined to dis- 
credit it. 

The Key West rumor was brought from 
Havana by the regular steamer. The story 
was that the Spanish gunboat Arcedo fired 


_} into and sunk an American schooner off 


Puerto that the crew 
of numbering sixteen 
persons, perished with it The 
name of the schooner fired into was 
not known. ‘It was said at Havana that 
the schooner had sailed from Key West, and 
was sup to be a filibuster, carrying 
arms to revolutionists.

Spain gives assurance that there will be 
no repetition of such offenses as the firing 
upon the mail steamer Allianca. The re- 
ply of the Spanish Government is couched 
in temperate phrases and expressed the 
determination of Spain to avoid further 
cause for complaint on the part of the 
Government. As to the attempted detention 
of the Alllanca, the Spanish Minister of 
Foreign Affairs says he is as yet without 
information, and adds that as soon as he 
shall have received a report from the 
Captain-General of Cuba concerning that 
incident a reply will be made to the demand 
contained in Secretary Gresham's telegram.

Depositors Will Lose Nothing by the 
Collapse, Which Was Caused by 
Recent Bad Business,

Special to The Post-Dispatch, 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 18.—The Na- 
tional Bank of Kansas City, one of the 
pioneer institutions here, failed to open its 
doors this morning. 
Though the bank was known to have 
been in a shaky condition, the fallure was 
unexpected, and the news of the suspension 
created a sensation in financial circles here. 
Its last statement, issued March 5, was 
the (direct cause of the failure. It showed 
demand deposits of $990,359, and bills pay- 
able, chiefly for borrowed money, $150,000; 
banknotes outstanding, $45,000; capital stock, 
$1,000,000; loans and discounts, $1,370,752; cash 
and sight exchange, , $275,882. The Comp- 
troller of the Currency, on the receipt of the 
statement, notified the directors that it 
was not satisfactory, and failure to obtain 
about $30,000 needed to fulfill legal require- 
ments was followed by suspension.

ARGON IS IN THE AIR. 


We've Been Breathing It All Along 
Without Suspicion. 


NEW YORK, March 18.—As soon as Thos. 
A. Edison can find the time he means to 
learn something about argon, the newly 
discovered gaseous ‘constituent of the at- 


mosphere. Mr, Edison 4 he not only 
believes in the discovery of Lord Rayleigh 
and his co-workers, but thinks it probable 
that further experiments will disclose other 
new elements in the air. 

To tell the truth,“ said the electric wis- 
ard, the discovery of argon is a fresh évi- 
dence of how little we know even of the 
commonest matters. The air has been an- 
alyzed over and over again for half a cen- 
tury without our suspecting that it held any 
new elements.“ 

Mr. Edison explained that his investiga- 
tions concerning his incandescent lamp 
showed him phenomena which could only be 
explained on the hypothesis of a new ele- 
ment. But he was unable to say whether 
argon was responsible for those phenomena.

The House on Friday broke away from 
the clutch the lobby has had on it and 
passed a Fellow Servant bill It is not 
such a bill as the laboring men of the 
State have been asking for years at the 
hands of the State Legislature. Mr. 
Davidson loaded it down with an amend- 
ment intended to neutralize ita usefulness. 
It is less than the laboring men asked 
or had a right to expect. But it is better 
than nothing. It is far better than the 
present law as interpreted by the Su- 
preme Court. 

It is now before the Senate and all the 
resources ot the lobby are being used to 
throttle it in that body. 

The House is Republican and the Sen- 
ate is Democratic. If this bill, passed by 
the House, is killed or emasculated by the 
Senate it would hardly be worth while 
for the Democrats to put up candidates 
in next year’s campaign. They would 
be beaten before the Campaign began. 

Nor will it do to try ehe dodge of killing 
the bill by amending it so as to make it 
general in its application. That scheme 
is old and familiar and thoroughly un- 
derstood. It is a lobby weapon always 
ready for use. And the lobby organ here 
in St. Louis is already paving the way 
for it. 

The Democratic party will be judged 
by the action of the Democratic Senate 
on this bill. If Senators went to serve 
the people they will strike out the David- 
son amendment and pass the original 
bill. If they want to serve the lobby they 
will hang up or kill the bill or amend it 
so as to make it general.

ROOT OUT THE PADEONE SYSTEM. 


In starting an investigation of the 
street cleaning scandal exposed by the 
Post-Dispatch the municipal authorities 
have taken the proper course to atone 
for past neglect. : 

The contract with the street cleanin 
contractors is clear. The city agrees to 
pay the contractors for their services 10 
per cent over and above the actual cost 
of cleaning the streets. The daily wages 
of the men employed is rated at $1.50. 
The men employed were entitled to that 
rate, but if they worked for leas the dif- 
ference between their actual wage and 
the rate allowed by the contract belonged 
to the city. To grind down the men and 
cheat the city was the worst form of 
padronism. It combined oppression 
and robbery. 

The books of the contractors should be 
thoroughly examined and the statements 
of the men employed by the coatractors 
taken. If fraud is proven the rights of 
‘the city should be strictly enforced. Not 
only should the 5 per cent of the con- 
tract money retained by the Street 
Commissioner be confiscated, but pro- 
ceedings should be instituted to recover 
the remainder due the city. 

The padrone system myst be rooted out 
of all public work. The money appro- 
priated for street cleaning must be ex- 
pended in cleaning the streets. Con- 
tractors must not be allowed to fatten on 
the oppression of workingmen and the 
swindling of the people. 


THE FENDER BILL'S DELAY. 


Chairman Cronin @isclaims responsi- 
bility for the delay of the Ferrias fender 
bill in the Rallroad Committee of the 
House of Delegates. He declares that he 
stands ready to redeem his pledge to do 
all in his power for the bill, but that he 
cannot get the members of the committee 
together to consider It. 

A meeting of the committee has been 
called for to-morrow. If the majority of 
the committee do not mean to deceive 
the public by false promises, if they 
are not trying to dodge their duty to the 
people in the matter of fender legisla- 
tion, they will attend this meeting and 
act on the bill. 

Members of the committee cannot 
evade responsibility by dodging commit- 
tee meetings. This is a cowardly method 
of defeating the bill and is more repre- 
hensible than that of open and manly 
opposition. Members who resort to this 
method deserve public contempt as well 
as rebuke at the polls. If the bill its de- 
feated by this trick the members of the 
committee will be held to strict account- 
ability. 

To-morrow's meeting of the committee 
will be watched with interest. The people 
are thoroughly aroused on this subject. 
If Chairman Cronin is compelled to resort 
to a minority report in order to get the 
measure before the House, or if the bill 
is defeated, there will be a reckoning for 
the delegates who are responsible for it.

The freight elevator and grain warehouse 
of the St. Louis Salt Warehouse Company, 
on the Levee, between Bremen avenue and 
Salisbury street, was burned on Sunday 
morning. The flames were discovered by 
Private Watchman Bingham in the office 
at 4:20 o'clock, and in four hours the build- 


ing was in ruins,.despite the work of en- 
gines called by two alarms.

Ohairman O’Brien Bxplains Why Previ- 
ous Ones Were SI elved. 


The House of Delegates voted, at its last 
meeting, to file the asphalt paving ordli- 
nances approved by the Board of Public 
Improvements. This was done in accord- 
ance with a recommendation of the Com- 
mittee on Public Improvements. The com- 
mittee’s report said that it advised the filing 
of the ordinances because the city would 
have to pay the cost of the paving in excess 
of 2% per cent of the assessed valuation of 
property involved. 

The ordinances, however, provide that 
the property-owners shall 
this excess.
